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EXPERIENCE WITH ELEPHANTS. 


\ Camp Raided at Night—An Elephant in 
a Rage. 


An instance of elephantine ferocity, 
combined with stealth and shrewdness, 
occurred on our trip.

How Hart Moncy is Made. 


“We doen't meke money here,” said the 
courteous Chief Chrk of the Assay 
Othee; “thai is, we don’t convert bu lion 
into coin. We receive cold and silver 
from depositors, melt and assay the bul- 
lion, form it into bars and ship the bars 
to the Phiadelphia Mint, and in the 
course of a few days that institution 
sends rs back the coin. Covernment 
furn'shes us with a bull.on find amount- 


‘ins to over thirty-five million dollars, 


out of which we pay the depositor just 
as soon as the tneness of his metal is 


| determined by assay, the weight ascer 


tanel anl the value calculated. In 
fact, all our deposits, except in cases of 
re-me!t and re-assay, are male within 
two days. 

“Now,” said he, picking up a bright 
new Jouble eagle, “you know how easy

| no idea of the time ‘and labor it took to

them as much as possible fron abrasion 
and wear by ‘throwing up’ the edge of 
the blank, technicaliv called ‘milling.’ 
“The manufacture of dies, or the art of 
‘lie sinking,” bas reached great per ec- 
tion at the Philadelphia Mint, and all 
the coinage dies or other mints are made 
at that institution. The artist first makes 
the design, and then a mo lel of it in wax 
three or four times larger than the de- 
sired coin. From this molel an electro- 
type is taken, and then the design is 
trans‘erre | by means of a Hill engraving 
machin, which works on the prince ple 
ofa pantorraiph, toa block of steel the 
size of tie coin. Ent as on'v the princ- 
ipal des‘gn, such as the bead, eale, or 
shiell, can be thus transferred, the artist 
fills in bv hand the stars, date, and all 
surrounding details.
